“ 1 was yelterday a {pectator of the moft melan- 
choly and diftrefling fcenes I have ever beheld, oc- 
cafioned by the prefent floods, which I fuppofe have 
done i if not fapetior damages through many 
parts of the kingdom. 

* On. Tuefday morning, the 1gth inflant, the 
mountain floods came down with fuch aftonithing ra- 
pidity, as to choke the great bridge which divides 
the King and Qucen’s county in this town ; before 
nine o’clock it effeually ftopped all the arches, and 
ran with violence acrofs the battlements for a confi- 
derable breadth. Att that hour, a fervant belonging 
to Mr William Montgomery, near Rathangan, 1ath- 
ly undertook to crofs it with two horfes and carts of 
his mafter. A butcher from Dublin unluckily took 
advantage of the. carts, and got on one of them, 
They had fcarcely gor two yards on the bridge till 
they were all wathed over by the flood, The poor 
cattle, from the incambrance of carts, &c. could 
make ne refiftance, they inflntly perithed ; nor dit 

il any thing ; for in a few

the mean time, the torrent, unable to remove the 
obftraglion it met with (as our bridge is amazingly 
flout) recoiled with unfpeakable fury, and overtutn- 
ing feveral great walls that ed it, formed for 
itfelf a new and anthonght of courfe, taking its de- 
ftrutive way immediately through the Red Lion 
Inn, and all the houfes for above an hundred and 
twenty yards, between that and the market-houfe. 
So altonithingly rapid was its progrefs, that in a few 
minutes it flowed in at the windows of the pround- 
-floors, and threatened immediate deftruction to the 
terrified inhabitants, many of whom fled naked 
through the ftreets. ‘his was indeed a melancholy 
picture, and fuch a one as I fhall ever remember 
-with terror and pity. The fury of the waters in- 
“ereafed every moment, fweeping with violence all 
before them ; while the fhrieks of the women. and 
children, from the windows of thofe houfes which 
we imagined wonld tamble inttantly, rendered the 
fcene terribly affecting. We could procure no boat 
for their relief, but many horfemen ventured to 
catch thenr, as they dropped from their windows. 
The aged and infirm fuffered much, and indeed 
made a large number of thofe who were injured. — 
Providentially no lives were loft here, but a vaft deal 
of private property has fuffered confiderably. Large 
quantities of turf, corn, hay, potatoes, cattle, and 
timber, were carried away, together with houfehold 
furniture, &c. : 

*¢ Tt fell as it rofe, rapidly; and yet at fix o’- 
clock yefterday evening, there was a current thro’ 
the hall of the Ped Lion Inn, fufficient to-turn the 
largeft mill. ‘I'his morning, it had entirely abated ; 
but things wear q melancholy appearance in thofe 
parts which fuffered. Many {mall houfes therea- 
bout are in ruins. The ftreets in many places plow- 
ed up for feveral yard together, and the lower floors 
ftill covered with water. 

« I muff not omit mentioning, that the Opulent 
ivhabitants, as ‘ufual, were, on this occalion, hu- 
mane and benevolent, rendering thofe who were in- 
jured every perfonal and domeflic afbltance of which 
they fteod in need.

The damage doe by the 
overflowing of the Salzachitroom is the greater, as 
all the water-works, which were erected laft year at 
a very great expence, are_deftroyed. At Vienna, 
the flood on the 29th of Odtober was uncommonly 
high ; Leopolftadt, and all the fuburbs near the Da- 
nube, were under water. 

From Munich we learn, that from the 26th to 
the 30th of Ogtober they had the molt tremendous 
ftorms of rain and wind ever remembcred, partica- 
larly on the zgth, when the rain fell like one conti- 
nued water-fpout, the wind blowing violeo:ly from 
W. and S. W. The damage done to’ the rafts of 
timber on the river, and every thing within reach 
of the overflowing, is very confiderable.
